CUSHING'S CAREER. 


Destruction of the Albemarle ic 


1864 Was His Most Fa- 


mous Exploit. 


[Boston Transcript.] 


One of the naval 
heroes 
of the 


Union -was "William B. Cushing. .No 
one surpassed him in the performance 
of daring exploits; no one looked the 
king- of terrors in the face more calm- 
»y; he took chances daily ana his 
luck was as conspicuous as his cour- 
age. The most matter-of-iact recoro 
of Cushing's career reads like a chap- 
ter from Marryat. He was one of the 
most striking characters in a service 
which at no time has ever lacked for 
individuality in its personnel. Ap- 
pointed to the Xaval Academy from 
Wisconsin in 1S57, when he was but 
Io. he resgned in March, 1S61: some 
say, to free himself from the irksome- 
ness of academic discipline, others in 
orr.er to expedite his career as an of- 
j-icer fay setting into the war at the 
Beginning. Be this as it may, he was 
m the service, & volunteer officer, as 
soon as the fighting began, and is 
credited with having made one of the 
earliest captures of the war, a. tobac- 
co-laden 
schooner 
endeavoring 
to 
steal out of the James river. Thence- 
iorward, mainly in command of small 
i essels. Gushing was a thorn in the side 
of the Confederates. He went up riv- 
ers, took all the chances of shallow 
waters, and 
headed land-and-water 
raids. His most famous exploit, the 
one that keeps his memory green, was 
performed on the night of October 27, 
1S64, the blowing up of the Confeder- 
ate ironclad Albemarle. In this era 
of submarines and dirigible torpedoes 
we are apt to forget that men as bold 
as those who man the submarines or 
the torpedo sen-ice of today were ac- 
tive in our Civil war. 


Cushing's exploit required as much 
nerve as a. submarine raid. He made 
his attack oa the ironclad at 
nigiJt, 
but the vessel wb.ch he commanded 
was a protected steam launch w^ose 
p.ovements were in danger of oeing 
betrayed by the noise of the propeller 
In 
this improvised 
torpedo boat 
Cushing-, in company with six or eiebt 
volunteers, as feaxlsss 
as 
nimself, 
stole up the Roanoke river bv nigal 
•and reached ths wharf at PiymoutK, 
^- C-. where the 
Albemarle was 
nioored. The Albemarle had held com- 
Tiaad of the Xorth Carolina sounds 
:or months, but had been withdrawn 
to keep beyond the reach of monitors 
despatched to do battle 
with her. 
The Aloemarie was not onlv provided 
w.th the usual military guards, but 
v^as surrounded by a bulwark of logs 
Over thi« bulwark Cushing had lit- 
erally to force h:s little launch. — hich 
was equipped with the spar torpedo o* 
the period.

Wisconsin in 1S57, when he was but 
1», he resgned in .March, 1SG1; some 
say, to free himself from tho irksome- 
ness ot academic discipline, others in 
order to expedite his career as an of- 
ficer by, getting into the war 
at the 


beginning. Be this as it may, he was 
In the service, a, volunteer officer, as 
soon as the fighting 
began, 
and Is 


credited with having made one ot the 
earliest captures of the war, a tobac- 
co-laden 
schooner 
endeavoring 
to 


steal out of the James river. Thence- 
forward, mainly in command ot small 
vessels, Cuahing was a Uiorn in the side 
of the Confederates, tie went up riv- 
ers, took all Lho chances of shallow 
waters, and 
headed, land-and-water 


raids. His most famous exploit, the 
one that keeps his Tnemory green, was 
performed on ithe night of October 27, 
1S64, the blowing up of the Confeder- 
ate ironclad Albemarle. 
In this era 


of submarines and dirigible torpedoes 
we are apt to forget that men as bold 
as those who man the submarines or 
the torpedo service of today were a**- 
tive In our Civil war. 


Cushing's exploit required as much 


nerve as a. submarine raid. He made 
his attack on the Ironclad at 
night, 


hut the vessel which he commanded

boat 


Gushing, In company with six or eight 
volunteers, as fearless 
as 
nlmself, 


stole up the Woanoke river by nlghl 
and reached the wharf at Plymouth, 
X. C., where 
the 
Albemarle was 


moored. The Albemarle had held com- 
mand of Ihe 'Xorth Carolina sounds 
for months, but hajl been withdrawn 
to keep beyond tho reach of monitors 
despatched to do battle 
with her. 


The Albemarle was not only provided 
with the usual military guards, but 
was surrounded by a bulwark' of logs 
Over this bulwark dishing had lit- 
erally to force his little launch, which 
was equipped with the spar torpedo of 
the period.

There is much talk just now -about 


buying and using apples. The intent 
is good, and the advice is sound, but 
generally indefinite. 
TTinter apples, 


m this district at least, will not be 
very cheap, even this year. Moreover 
many householders lack, proper win- 
ter storage for them. Therefore refer- 
ence to the practice of what appears 
:o b.e a small percentage of Orillia 
lousewives, who find the -usual win- 
ter price of from |3.aO to $5 a harrel 
discouraging, if not prohibitive, may 
be useful. 
iFall apples are generally, if not in- 
variably, cheap; this year they are 
verv cheap. Just now let us take the 
•Wea'.thy. Without the barrel, Wealthy 
apples may he bought at from $1 to 
$1.50 
a barrel at tne highest. The 


pian of the housekeepers in question 
is to get a barrel or two of this* va- 
riety, say, and turn tnem into apple 
sauce, jrradually. perhaps, but before 
they have aged sufficiently to lop.e 
their flavour, and put them away in 
gem jars for daily r;»e up to the time 
when apples come again the following 
August. 
Simple apple sauce, with 
say three ounces of sugar to a pound 
of fruit, "in ordinary gem jars these 
apples will keep perfectly, and turn 
out whenever wanted as fresh as if 
just made. 'If jars have to be bought, 
large ones, say half-gallon, pay best, 
bec3-.is« plain apple sauce is disposed 
of mere quickly than richer fruit, and 
a big J3r can be bought almost as 
cheap as one half the size or less.
